But first they threw their little French 
poodle, Pearlie, out ahead of them. 


The house and all its contents were 
destroyed, only the tbttering side walla 
remaining. By the time the fire depart- 
ment was call^ the heavens were light 
ed by the blaze that had burst through 
the roof, and the firemen coming out of 
the engine house jWfire able to see the 
streets in the glow in the sky. 


The familiee lost everything, but the 
case of Mr. and Mrs. Strothers is par- 
ticularly pitiable. 
The aged man was 
found by a Sentinel reporter Monday 
morning, his hands blackened from the 
burned timbers of his home, as he went 
about with a tin tub and picked up bent 
and melted pieces of what at one time 
had been his most valued possessions.

Today's War News 
Griven in Summary 


Sinking of the German protected 
cruiser Undine, of 2,672 tons, by a 
submarine in the Baltic yesterday, 
was officially announced today by 
Berlin. 


British submarines have recently 
been inactive in the Baltic and the 
Undine was doubtless the victim of 
one of these British undersea craft. 
Nearly all the crew of the cruiser, 
which had a complement of 275 men, 
were saved. 


The Teutonic forces in Serbia have 
made further progress by capturing 
the city of Krusevac in central Ser- 
bia, about 50 miles northwest of 
Nish.. 
With the fall of Krusevac, 
what is said to be the only arsenal 
that was left to the Serbians, passed 
into hostile hands,' the arsenals at 
Nish, Kraguyevatz and Pirot already 
having been captured. 
The capture 
of 
Krusevac 
n^rks 
a 
southerly 
march of nearly 90 miles into the 
interior of Serbia by the Teutomc 
forces, the city being that distance 
southeast of Belgrade. 


Two German submarines attacked

London, Nov. 8.—The fall of Nigh has 
united solidly the main Bulgarian forces 
and the Austro-German armies advanc- 
ing from the north. Hitherto their com- 
munications consisted merely of tenta- 
tive reaching out of advance guards. 


The Bulgarians and their allies now 
hold considerably more 
than 
half of 
Serbia, and command the Nish railway, 
which has been one of the chief objec- 
tives of their «jam^aTgn. From Nish tho 
Bulgarian line now rima 
north in a 
slight curve, encircling the Moravia river 
to Krivivir, where it joins the main Aus- 
tro-German forces. JYom that point the 
invaded' line turns at right angles and 
runs due west across the broadest port 
of Serbia. 


The rough semi-circle made by this 
line is still contracting and as it does 
eo, according to German reports, is tak- 
ing a heavy toll of Serbian prisoners. 


In southern Serbia the fortunes of war 
are less auspicrous for the invaders. 
There the Bulgarian» apparently have 


received a severe check, from the Ser- 
liians, assisted by French and British 
troops. 


FRENCH ARE ADVAjNCING. 


Saloniki, Nov. 7 (Via London, Nov. 8, 
10:40 a. m.)—The

surely but slowly because of the diffi- 
culties of the terrain in the sector 
northeast of Strumitza.

MR. IHIEME'S VIEW 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 8.—Divergent 
opinions on whether the Indiana con- 
stitution is amendable were expressed 
at the session of the Saturday Lunch 
club in the Chamber of Commerce 
building 
Saturday by Theodore F. 
Tiiieme, of Fort 
\\iiyne, 
Ind., and 
Philip Zoerclier, reporter of the su- 
preme court, after Mr. Thieme's ad- 
dress on "Home Rule for Cities." 


Mr. Thieme asserted that, while the 
constitution provided the machinery for 
amendment*, it can'not be invoked prac- 
tically to make the constitution more 
responsive to the state's present needs, 
and cited for his proof the fact that 32» 
amendments have be^n proposed since 
1851, but only two have been adopted. 
He urged a constitutional convention an 
the surest means of obtaining a new 
organic law and supplying a provision 
for home rule for cities. 


Mr. 
Zoercher, 
questioning Mr. 
Thieme's statement that the constitution 
is unamendable, said the greatest obsta- 
cle in past attempts at amendment lay 
in a belief that while one amendment 
was pending no others 
could be pro- 
posed. A recent decision by Judge Cox, 
he declared, makes it ^ plain that any 
amendment, once defeated, is discarded' 
permanently and cannot be considered 
as a "pending'' measure to bar the in- 
troduction of other amendments. 


Still alive, but with only a narrow 
chance for his life.

The injured 
man was taken to St. Joseph hospital, 
where Police Surgeon J. Frank Dinnen, 
assisted by Dr. C. C. Kimmel, perform- 
ed an operation for the resection of the 
intestines in the hope of saving the 
wounded Italian's life. The outcome of 
the injury is much in doubt. 
Barbo is 
reported, at the hospital to be in a very 
critical condition, but holding his own. 
The next few hours will probably de- 
termine whether or not he will escape 
infection and peritonitis. 


After the shooting Frisella fled into 
the Wabash freight yards and disap- 
peared. The police department sent in- 
quiries west for the fugitive, but heard 
nothing of him until early Monday 
morning, when word was received from 
officers at Knox t^^t the man had been 
taken from the engine of a westbound 
Nickel Plate freight upon Avhich he had 
escaped from 
Fort 
Wayne. 
Captain 
Kelly and Officer Kavanaugh started a 
short time 
later 
bjpr automobile for 
Knox, eighty-two miles west of Fort 
Wayne, to bring back the fugitive. 


The shooting of Barbo was the out- 
come of a drunken orgy participated in 
by three or four men in*» the "Melita 


street Italian colony Sunday. 
Barbo, 
Frisella and another 
Italian 
named 
Frank Libra, finally began to tight in 
the street at Hoagland 
avenue and 
Melita street. 
Frisella drew his revol- 
ver and shot twice at Barbo, one biillofc 
entering Barbo's abdomen on the left 
side .and ranging upward passed above 
the apex of the hip, inflicting several 
intestinal 
perforations in its path. 
Frisella then backed away, menacing the 
gathering crowd with his drawn pistol 
and firing it in the air when men started 
in pursuit. He got into the Wabaali 
yards .and made his way across the city 
ta the junction of the Grrand Rapids and 
Indiana and the Nickel Plate railroads, 
where he was seen to mount a west- 
bound freight train on the latter road 
It was thought he might be intercepted 
at Claypool. But officers there wet« 
reported to be unarmed and as refusing 
to expose themselves to the armed gun- 
man. 


Immediately following the shooting 
Lieutenant Harry 
tirimme, 
day com- 
mandant of police, placed a cordon of 
officers about the region of the Wabash 
yards, but Frisella had gone through be- 
fore the police arrived.

The broad purpose of the American effort is instanced in the 
declaration that the L'nited States "unhesitatingly assumes"' thc- 
task of cliaiiipioning the integrity of neutral rights. 
It makes ver^' 
clear the j)ur])osc of this country to speak for all neutrals and to in- 
sist that their rights and their positions be respected, and at the 
Bamc time to act with fairness and impartiality toward all the'bel- 
ligerents.Lawyer-like, Mr. Lansing makes his pronouncement an 
firgumcntative 
one, substantiating his position by^a logical constmc- 
tio2i that leads up to the broad general principles which he sets forth 
as basic in the relation of nations. Save, perhaps, to the most pro- 
nounced pro-]i)-itish viewpoint, the Lansing argument must prov( 
dear and convinchig. There is a disposition in some ({uarters to re- 
gard it as too long delayed, and yet it must be remembered that 
mere trade fjucstions have been involved in the differences with 
Great Bi itain. There was not the occasion for haste which brought 
forth some previous declarations of the American position regard- 
ing questions and conditions raised by the war, and due deliberation 
fs never a fault in announcing the national position which, once 
Itaken, needs to be well taken. 


The Indiana apple show now in progress at Indianapolis is said 
to be far and away the finest exposition of its sort ever held in the 
ptate, more than 1,500 bushels of perfect fruit of all varieties being 
on display at Tomlinson hall. It is gratifying to see Indiana awak- 
ening to its possibilities as an apple-growing state, since it has in re- 
cent years been spending some $2,000,000 for the products of or- 
chards in other states because it neglected the chances at home. The 
apple yield of the state this year is estimated at nine millions of 
bushels, and empasis is placed on ^he declaration that with its pres- 
ent acreage Indiana is in position to compete handsomely both in 
»quantity and quality with the apple production of^New York state, 
rwhich has long enjoyed renown in this direction.

As a general rule, the recent town elections in Indiana were con- 
iducted along non-partisan lines, citizens' tickets, people's tickets 
and independent tickets I'or the most part supplanting the old party 
labels on the ballots, and there was very little attention paid to the 
question of party politics. It is interesting td note, however, that re- 
publican state headquarters has given out its analysis of the result 
and deduces that the showing was an unusually fine one foi repub- 
lican gains. Which simply shows what a determined optimist can do 
.when he really sets himself out to do it. 


liTDiANA lìÒÀbS. 


(Indianapolis News); 
. . 


Indiana occupies a high place in the 
matter of road improvement. 
A bu^Ile- 
tin issued by the department of agri- 
culture shows that Indiana has spent a 
total of $13,258,761 for road work. 
And. 
with that expenditure, the state heads 
the list. 
With a total of 26,831 miles of 
"surfaced" roads, it is second only to 
Ohio, with a total of 28,312 miles. 
In- 
diana's mileage of "surfaced" highv/ays 
is 42.3 per cent, of its total road mile- 
age. 
Rhode Island, with its record of 
58.8 per cent., and Massacnusetts, with 
58.7 per cent, of its total "surfaced," 
are the only two states outclassing In- 
diana in the comparison cited on this 
basis. 


Unfortimately, however, Indiana's fig- 
ures are of little value. 
All other states 
cxcept three—^J^Iississippi, South Carolina 
and Texas—set a date as the beginning 
of their road expenditure. 
Since 19 M, 
for instance, Kansas' has spent $5,427,- 
424; since 1904, Iowa has spent $11,- 
363,000; since 1913, Oregno has 
spent 
$5,155,657. 
So it runs with other states 
But there is no date given for the be 
ginning of Indiana's expenditure, 
rind 
how it compares with that of its sister 
states is, therefore, unknown. 
Iowa! mav 
have spent in eleven years almost a-s 
much as Indiana has spent in a hundr^jd 
Indiana, having no state highway depart 
inent, can not, apparently, supply ilium 
inative data. 


Xor can it furnish a statement as to 
how its $13,258,761 has been spent—how 
inucii for road construction, how much 
for bridges, how much for engineering, 
how much for maintenance, how mueli 
for administration and inspection. 
De 
tails are lacking. From the general state 
ment prefacing tlie bulletin, however, it 
is to be inferred that the Indiana figures 
covcr a period of twenty years. 
The 
amount ?pent, together with the relation 
borne by the "surfaced" roads. to the 
slate's total road mileage, fails to indi 
cate the present condition of 
Indiana 
highways. 


In eases too numerous 
to 
mention 
roads have been improved at considerable 
cost only to be allowed to fall into ba: 
K'pair for want of proper inspection and 
maintpnanco. 
No section of the state 
is without 
its record of this port- 
record that means loss and waste al- 
most beyond 
estimate. 
Little 
value 
consequently, attaches to tlie stafomt^nt 
that Indiana has "surfaced" 26,831 miles 
of its highways, or 42.3 per cejiL. of its 
total road mileage. 
That mei-«ly indi- 
cfiles tbf amount 
of 
work done and 
sliould not be taken by thofie who op- 
pose road construction as an indication 
of the present 
condition 
of 
Indiana 
highways. 
If it itoiiiis to anything at 
all, it points to the necessity for wisor 
expenditure in the future, to the end 
that roads built or rebuilt will thereafter 
be maintained.

From childhood you have been 
taught to concentrate, ' he said. "You 
cannot succeed in any trade unle_s3 
you do so. In story writing, on the 
other hand, 
you 
need 
very pro- 
nounced mind wandering. 
A born 
story writer will take some little 
thing, a phrase that he hears on Nthe 
street, a faCe that he sees in a news- 
paper—he will allow it to call up 
various ideas closely connected with 
it, he will let these ideas 
create 
others as his mind goes wandering 
on, and the result, while not always 
a story, sometimes is one. More oft- 
en it is the beginning of a story.

"Absolute fiction does not exiat, In 
myopiniott. There is always a grain 
Of faet at the bottom of every^ fable." 


Like the Japane'se, the author of 
•«tories in Grey" works backward, 
creating the scenes and actions of 
bis stories from the bottom up. He 
puts his charactei-B together and

There are 
no Harry 
Steinfeldis, 
Jimmy Collinses, et al.. before the 
public today. 
In fact the weak link 
on at least three teams in ihe major 
leagues may be said to be ihird base. 


In casting about lor t)ie best third 
baseman before Ihe public today no 
one stands out pre-eminently enough 
10 be given first honors. 


Tliere are several bright stars at 
doing certain things among the third 
cushion men. 
For instance, Eddie 
Foster, of the Washington .Senators, 
is popularly conceded to be the best 
man in the business at the hit-nnd- 
run play. 


Fritz 
Maisel 
of 
the New York 
Yanks is one of the cleverest base 
thiefs in the country and Hans Lo- 
bert of the Giants holds the base 
running record of 
baseball, having 
circled the paths in 3 3 4-5 seconds 
—remarkably fast traveling. 


But no third baseman consistently 
stars in all departments of the game 
like 
unto 
Eddie 
Collins, 
Johnny 
Evers, Miller Huggins, Larry Doyle 
and others.

Heinie Zimmerman, who broke In 
at third base for the Chicago Cubs, 
should have been a great third base- 
•AAZt did not his fiery temper aifect 
his fielding. Zimmerman is built like 
an iron horse and is, perhaps, the 
greatest natural hitter in the game. 
Mechanically 
he is a good 
fielder, 
but a tendency to "bone" things pre- 
cludes his being rated as a really 
great third baseman. 
And, too, the 
Great Zlm has been shifted about 
the Cub infield so much that he now 
is as much a second baseman and 
•hortstop as he is a third baseman. 


George Moriarlty 
of the Detroit 
Tigers is one of the best of the old 
fellows still playing. 


It is peculiar that Moriarity seems 
to represent what is a fading type of 
third baseman. This is the tall, lank 
fellow, 
who for 
years, because of 
reach and other normal advantages 
of bigness, was 
considered a more 
natural third baseman than a short- 
er man. 


The type 
has 
evoluted. 
Foster, 
Maisel, Austin, Byrne, Phelau, Gard- 
cer, Grob, Betzel, Vitt and Smith, all 
of whom are playing third base in 
the National or American leagues, 
are squatty built ball players. 


THE SHORT THIRD 


BASEKAy. 


While it depends, of course, upon 
the man himself and his ability, the 
short' man seems to have certain ad- 
vantages at third base. 
Because he 
is "nearer the ground" fast grotmd 
balls that whizz at the third corner 
are more nearly within his range of 
vision. 
It seems logical to suppose 
that a short man 
can work better 
upon a fast 
bounding 
ground ball 
than 
his taller 
compeer. 
Anyway, 
the 1915 style in third basemen have 
been upon the 
"underslung" order 
and most of the new third basemen, 
breaking in, are short. 
Gdtz of the 
Brooklyn Nationals, Baird of Pitts- 
burg and Blackburn of the Chicago 
White Sox are exceptions. 
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J. Franklin Baker, formerly of the 
Philadelphia Athletics, was one of 
the few big third 
sackers. 
While 
Baker made himself famous through 
hitting, he was a remarkably active 
fielder for his size and 
turned In 
many neat plays for the Mack men. 
An erroneous idea gained circulation 
in baseball circles that Baker was

a weak fielder. This was not true. 
While 
he 
lacked 
the 
grace and 
dynamic qualities of Jack Barry, Ed- 
die Collins 
and 
"Stuffy" Mclnnis, 
and by contrast may not have seem- 
ed to be more than an ordinary field- 
er, as a matter of fact, J. Franklin 
handled a ground' ball as cleverly as 
any third sacker in. the came today. 


MUST COVER 
BUNTS. 


One of the 
chief 
requisites of a 
third baseman as the game is played 
now is an ability to. cover bunts. 


The sacrifice is'so well established 
that with a man on first and none 
or one out, a bunt is in order on two 


of three 
occasions 
usually if the 
score be close. 
That may 
be one 
reason why the squatty built ball 
player seems to be superceding his 
taller brother as the more naturSt 
of third baseman. This very, lack of 
height enables the fielder to gallop 
in, reach the ball and throw it with 
less effort than that required on the 
3>art of a long-geared player. 


If the third 
baseman 
can cover 
bunts and go to his left to get slow 
bounding grounders, which would be 
impossible for the sliortstop to suc- 
cessfully handle, he has a good start 
in the fundamentals of his particu- 
lar position.

Today,

"cold iron men" in order to supply his 
family with a real Thanksgiving dinner. 
The shortage in the turkey crop this year 
will bring the retailing price to some- 
where in the neighborhood of 30 cents a 
pound.

Britain Advises a New 


Mode of Redress. 


BRITISH BLOCKADE 


PLAN IS ASSAILED 


Uncle Sam Calls It "Inef- 


fective, Illegal and 


Indefensible." 


Washington. Nov. S.— Publication to- 


day of the American note to Great Brit- 
ain denouncing as "ineffective, illegal 
and indefensible'' the attempted block- 
ade against Germany and Austria, gives 
notice to citizens of tho United States 
whose legitimate foreign trade is inter- 
fered with by the allies that they should 
seek redress directly through the diplo- 
matic channels of their own government 
rather than through prize courts. 


This latest note, delivered by Ambas- 


sador Page to the British foreign office, 
is an exhaustive document dealing with 
England's interference with American 
trade since the outbreak of the war. In 
effect 
it is a communication also to 


France, which has followed her ally in 
the treatment of overseas commerce, us 
a copy was presented the French em- 
bassy here. 


Thirty-five Points. 


Thirty-five points are treated in the 


note and in conclusion Secretary Lans- 
ing declares that 
the United States 


"cannot with complaisance suffer fur- 
ther subordination of its rights and in- 
terests to the plea that the exceptional 
geographic position of the enemies of 
Great Britain require or justify oppres- 
sive and illegal practices." 


Tho relations between the United 


States and Great Britain, it says, must 
be governed not by expediency but by 
established rules of international con- 
duct; it is of tho highest importance to 
neutrals not only of the present day but 
of tho future that the principles of in- 
ternational right might be maintained 
unimpaired, and the United States un- 
hesitatingly assumes the task of cham- 
pioning the rights of neutrals. 


U. S. Will Press Claims. 


Heretofore Americans whose cargoes 


destined to neutral countries have been 
seized on the high seas and delayed or 
confiscated have been advised to exhaust 
legal remedies abroad before asking the 
X'nitcd States government to seek repa- 
ration.' Now, the note says, the govern- 
ment feels that it cannot reasonably be 
expected to advise its citizens to seek 
redress before tribunals which are in its 
opinion unauthorized^}- the unrestricted 
application of international law to grant 
reparation nor to refrain from presenting 
their claims directly to tho British gov- 
ernment through diplomatic channels. 


Since tho United States does not rec- 


ognize the existence of a legal blockade 
Americans may look to their government 
for protection in the shipment of non- 
contraband cargoes not only to neutral 
countries contiguous to belligerents, but 
directly to or from the enemies of the 
allies.Secretary Lansing's Conclusion.

OVER HALF OF NATION 


London, Nov. 8.—The fall of >~ish has 


united solidly the main Bulgarian forces 
and the Austro-Oerman armies advanc- 
ing from the north. Hitherto their com- 
munications consisted merely of tenta- 
tive reaching out «f advance guards. 


The Uulgarians and their allies now 


hold considerably more than 
half of 


Serbia, and command the Nish railway, 
which has been «n« of the chief objcc- 
tivcs of their camvatgn. From Nlsh the 
Bulgarian lino now rims north in a 
slight curve, encircling the Moravia river 
to Krivivir, where it joins tlfls main Aus-, 
tro-Grrman forces. From that point the 
invaders' lino turns at right angles and 
runs due west across the broadest part 
of Serbia. 


The rough semi-circle made by this 


line is still contracting and as it docs 
so, according to German reports, is tak- 
ing a heavy toll of Serbian prisoners. 


In southern Serbia tho fortunes of war 


nre less auspicious Tor the 
invaders. 


There the Bulgarian* apparently have 


received a, severe check from the Ser- 
bians, assisted by French and British 
troops.

Washington, D. C., 
Nov. 8.—"Ser- 


vian winters arc severe, and cheerless, 
with dull skies, and sharp, damp winds 
scouring the valley, while intense com 
settles upon the exposed upUinds," Bays 
a, buletin issued today by the National 
Geographic society. 
"Tn the lowlands 


adjacent to the Danube, winter weath- 
er is milder, but the ground through 
many days is spongy with dampness. 
In the mountainous districts, however, 
the cold is as bitter as that which 
deadens the Russian plains during -lan- 
uarv and February, and most of Per- 
via'is included in the mountainous area. 
The north central section, in the Dan- 
ube valley, the northwest section, in the 
Save valley, and a belt, northwest, 
through the heart of the country, the 
Jlorava valley, together, constitute the 
sum total of the important 
low and 


areas of Servia. 
In the northern low- 


lands, the winters arc like those of cen- 
tral Germany, while in the Morava 
valley the cold is greater. 


"Upland Scrvia has only two clearly 


defined 
seasons—winter1-and summer. 


There arc scarcely any transition per- 
iods between tin- cold and the heat.

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Lansing's Note to Britain.

There will be almost universal American endorsement of Secre- 


tary Lansing's position in the note of the United States to Great 
Britain on the question of British interference with American trade 
Upon the high seas. The secretary of sfcite speaks bodly and defin- 
itely in declaring the attempted blockade against enemy countries as 
''ineffective, illegal and indefensible," and his insistence that not na- 
tional expediency but international law must govern British acts, as 
;well as those of other nations, rings true to the finest traditions and 
the most exulted conception of national duty. 
Summarized, the 


'American notes throughout mean solely that all belligerents who nr« 
at each other's throats must play the game fairly in issues which in- 
volve the United States. 


The broad purpose of the American effort is instanced in the 


declaration that the United States "unhesitatingly assumes'' the 
task of championing the integrity of neutral rights. It makes very 
clear the purpose of this country to speak for all neutrals and to in- 
list that their rights and their positions be respected, and at the 
Mmc time to net with fairness and impartiality toward all the bel- 
ligerents. Lawyer-like, Mr. Lansing makes his pronouncement an 
argumentative one, substantiating his position, by a logical construc- 
tion that leads up to the broad general principles which he sets forth 
as basic in the relation of nations. Save, perhaps, to the most pro- 
nounced pro-Britisu viewpoint, the Lansing argument must prove 
clear and convincing. There is a disposition in some quarters to rc- 
jgard it as too long delayed, and yet it must be remembered that 
mere trade questions have been involved in the differences with 
Great Britain. There was not the. occasion for haste which brought 
iforth some previous .declarations of the American position regard 
bag questions and conditions raised by the war, and due deliberation 
Js never a fault in. announcing the national position which, once 
Itaken, needs to be well taken.

In- 
diana's mileage of "surfaced'' highways 
is 42.3 per cent, of its total road mile- 
age. Rhode Island, with its record of 
5S.8 
per cent., and Massachusetts, with 


58.7 
per cent, of its total "surfaced," 


are the only two states outclassing In- 
diana in the comparison cited on this 
basis. 


Unfortunately, however, Indiana's fig- 


ures are of little value. All other stuU-s 
except three—-Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Texas—set a date as the beginning 
of their road expenditure. Since 1911, 
for instance, Kansas has spent $5,427,- 
424; 
since 1904, Iowa has spent $11.- 


aiM.OnO: since 1913, Oregno has spent 
$f>,105,U57. So it runs with other states. 
But there is no date given for the be- 
ginning of Indiana's expenditure, and 
how it compares with that of its sister 
states is, therefore, unknown. Iowa may 
luivp spent in eleven year* almost a-* 
much as Indiana has spent in a hundred. 
Indiana, having no state highway depart- 
ment, can not, apparently, supply illum- 
inative data.

Secret of Success in Short Story Writing 


Those who aspire to literary glory 


will find more illumination than en- 
couragement in remarks on the sub- 
ject of story writing made by Barry 
Pain. Mr. Pain, who has been call- 
ed the "English Do Maupassant," 
has been visiting this country, "and 
talked of his work to a New York 
interviewer. 


From childhood you havo been 


taught to concentrate," he said. "You 
cannot succeed in any trade unless 
you do so. In story writing, on tha 
"other hand, you need very pro- 
nounced mind wandering. 
A born 


story writer will take some little 
thing, a phrase that he hears on the 
street, a face that he sees in a news- 
paper—he will allow It to call up 
various ideas closely -connected with 
it, he will let these ideas create 
others as his mind goes wandering 
on, and the result, while not always 
a story, sometimes is one1. More oft- 
en it is the beginning of a story.

"Absolute fiction does not exist, In 


my opinion. There is always a grain 
of fact at the bottom of every fabla" 


Like the Japanese, the author of 


"stories in Grey" worJts backward, 
creating the scenes and actions of 
his stories from the bottom up. He 
puts his characters together and 


lets them taka care or themselves. 
Tho result is the plot; the result of 
the plot is the story. 


"If you begin with the plot, par- 


ticularly if it is elaborate." he ex- 
plained, "your characters will very 
quickly do something for the sake 
of the plot alone. They will make 
some false step that nothing wcul(J 
compel them to make in real life. 
On the othor hand, if they create 
their own plot they cannot fail to be 
consistent, and the plot itself luna 
true. 


SB 
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"In my own experience I have bad 


many curious cases of plot forma- 
tion from the action of my charac- 
ters," he continued. "On one occa- 
sion I had agreed to write a etory 
for the first number of a magazine 
and to send the title to the editor in 
time for the table of contents. I 
promptly forgot the matter and 
peacefully went my way. Long aft- 
er, when walking on the street; I 
passed two men. who were talking 
loudly, and I happened to 'overhear 
the words, 'the kindness of the Ce- 
lestial.' - 


"At first I thought I had heard 


wrong. The phrase had no meaning 
for me, until I suddenly remembered 
that the Chinese are sometimes 


spoken of as celestials. That trifling 
fact associated itself 
«n my m)n« 


with tha memory of a boy who went 
to school with me. He was given a 
Chinese nickname on account of his 
appearance. 


"Thinking of the boy recalled a 


schoolmaster who hated me almost 
as much as I hated him. I thought, 
too, that, considering tho manner in 
which I had treated him, it was not 
surprising that he hated me. I then 
made up my mind to write'a story 
about a boy who desired to treat 
with the utmost kindness a master 
whom ho had regarded as an enemy. 
Naturally the boy would be whim- 
sical to carry out such an idea. Still 
more naturally, all his attempts at ' 
kindness toward the master would 
result in comic disaster to himself. 
' "Half an hour later I met my ed- 
itor. 


" 'You never sent me the title that 


you promised," he said menacingly. 


• 
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'"What!" I exclaimed as innocent- 


ly as I could. I thought it had been 
mailed to you weeks ago. It is 'The 
Kindness of the Celestial, ' 
The 


editor was mystified, but pleased; 
the story itself was born." 


Writers of stories are not made, 


in Mr. Pain's opinion, but the inci- 


dent of being born a story teller does 
not mean that you can spin romance 
without some knowledge of your 
craft. 


"Unless you have the knack to be- 


gin'with, instruction is wasted upon 
you," he said. "If you have this 
knack you can fearn', a great deal 
that many authors have picked up 
thrpugh failure and experience. I 
have often, thought that the best 
known short story writers do not at- 
tain their technique until they have 
lost their freshness. 


"The profession is no training for 


the novelist It is, perhaps, tho re- 
verse. 
An extremely suggestive, 


concise way of writing is needed for 
short stories. A master of the art 
gives one detail that calls up the en- 
tire scene. 


"Meredith, for example, when de- 


scribing an old woman who had re- 
ceived a sudden shock, said: 'She 
sat down and was all brown silk.' 
Zola, on the other hand, in describ- 
ing a ballroom, elves details of de- 
scription like those of an auction- 
eer's catalogue. Power of sugges- 
tion is the first and 
foremost 


quality vital for the short story 
writer, who works in. narrow limits 
and must never /show that he feels 
these limits in the least- 


shove it under the 
the captain's room 
house. 


John was noted for his firm and 


outspoken policy in opposing dishon- 
est plain clothes men (called ward 
men) 
in the nefarious practice of 


collecting money for police" protec- 
tion in the name of a police captain. 
The strange part of the transaction 
was that the gambler so paying for 
protection might not have tho goods 
delivered.

John today is a rich man and a 


power in New York. He is an ardent 
rooter and tireless worker for the 
Big Stick on any platform over 
which it is emblazoned. John is no 
ingratc. I often wonder if T. R. lias 
any idea of John Burglar's real 
character—probably 
not—because 


they are great friends. 


It is not my purpose to insinuate 


anything detrimental to Mr. Roose- 
velt's character or to claim that he 
is connected with the underworld 
or would countenance any unlawful 
act. I merely wish to corroborate, 
out of my own knowledge and 
experience, the 
saying, 
"Poll- 


tics . makes strange 
bedfellows." 


And besides, a practical 
politician 


is not called upon to use his talents 
to inquire into the private character 
of a voter—it Is hard enough to get 
the vote and no part of a candidate's 
duty to attack the morality of a vot-

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WEAKNESS. 


Heinle Zimmerman, who broke in 


»t third base for the Chicago Cubs, 
tbould have been a great third baae- 
•wn did not his fiery temper aifcct 
his fielding. Zimmerman is built like 
an Iron horse and Is, perhaps, the 
greatest natural hitter in the game. 
Mechanically he is a good fielder, 
but a tendency to "bone" things pre- 
cludes his being rated as a really 
great third baseman. And, too, the 
Great Zlm has been shifted about 
the Cub Infleld so much that he row

It Is peculiar that Moriarity seems

The type has evoluted. Foster, 


Maisel, Austin. Byrne, Phelan, Gard- 
ner, Groh, Betzel, Vitt and Smith, all 
ol whom are playing third base in 
the National or American leagues, 
are squatty built ball players. 
THE SHORT THIRD 
BASEMAN. 


While it depends, of course, upon 


the man himself and his ability, the 
short man seems to have certain ad- 
vantages at third base. Because he 
is "nearer the ground" fast ground 
balls that whizz at the third corner 
are more nearly within his range of 
vision. It seems logical to suppose 
that a short man can work better 
upon a fast bounding ground ball 
than his taller compeer. Anyway, 
the 1915 style in third basemen 1-ave 
been upon the "underslung" order 
and most of the new third basemen, 
breaking in, are. short. Getz of the 
Brooklyn Nationals, Baird of Pitts- 
burg and Blackburn of the Chicago 
White Sox are exceptions. 
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J. Franklin Baker, formerly of the 


Philadelphia Athletics, was one of 
the few big third 
sackers. While 


Baker made himself famous through 
hitting, he was a remarkably active 
fielder for his size and 
turned in 


many neat plays for the Mack men. 
An erroneous idea gained circulation 
in baseball circles that Baker was 


a weak fielder. This was not true. 
While he lacked the grace and 
dynamic qualities of Jack Barry, Ed- 
die Collins and "Stuffy" Mclnnis. 
and by contrast may not have seem- 
ed to bo more than an ordinary field- 
er, as a matter of fact. .T. Franklin 
handled a ground ball as cleverly as 
any third sackcr in the came today. 
MUST COVER 
11UXTS. 


One of the 
chief requisites or. a 


third baseman as the game is played 
now is an ability to cover bunts. 


The sacrifice is so well established 


that, with a man on first and none 
or one out, a bunt is ill order on two 


of three occasions 
usually if the 


score be close. That may be one 
reason why the squatty built ball 
player seems to be superceding his 
taller brother as the more natural 
of third baseman. This very lack of 
height enables the fielder to gallop 
in, reach the ball and throw it with 
less effort, than that required on the 
jart of a long-geared player. 


If the third baseman can cover 


bunts and go to his left to get.slow 
hounding grounders, which would be 
impossible for the shortstop lo suc- 
cessfully handle, he has a good start 
in the fundamentals of his particu- 
lar position.
